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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in the 
environment of a keypad Hofgaard teaches the use of a four key keypad having keys 
abutted against one another expressing one of numerals from 1-9 including a cross 
piece for preventing the simultaneous depression of a single depressed key. However, 
Hofgaard teaches only one triple-bridging operation area. Hofgaard fails to teach or 
suggest a plurality of triple-bridging operation portion or a device configured as 
disclosed in the present application.
